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MY DAY: New-Found Leisure

NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday.—I had my first press conference 
back in the White House yesterday and, quite obviously, the. girls 
asked me how I liked my return to private life! It made me add 
up what really has been different in the past 
few days. I discovered: 1, I have really spent 
several hours reading; 2, I walked for an hour 
Sunday morning; 3, I spent an hour in the 
National Art Gallery Sunday afternoon. 

If you are in Washington, don’t fail to go 
to this gallery.

So far, more than $600 has been spent by 
a committee of the Georgia legislature on an 
investigation that, for practical result, cannot 
amount to a hill of beans. 
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Get Busy, Now! 
Atlanta, Fulton and Cobb counties, al) this 
section of north Georgia, face a tremendous 
job with the coming to Cobb county of the 
new plant of the Bell Aircraft Corporation. 

The plant is to be constructed under di- 
rection of the Army. Work on it will begin 
in March. It will be rushed to completion as 
fast as possfble—within a few months. It will 
employ 40,000 or more people—with at least 
25,000 from the first day. 

It will require tremendous utility services, 
including water, sewerage, electric power and 
transportation for its host of workers. It is 
to be presumed that the governments of city, 
counties and state have already taken steps 
for the beginning of necessary construction to 
provide these and other vital services! If they 
have not, the neglect is little short of criminal 
in these war days. 

One of tae most pressing problems is that 
of transpdrtation. By combination of buses, 
interurban cars and railroad trains, local 
transportation companies believe they can 
meet that problem without undue difficulty. 

However, there is one phase of the problem 
which must not be overlooked. That is the 
roads over which these transportation vehicles 
must run. 

The new, four-lane highway between At- 
lanta and Marietta is the finest in the state. 
It is adequate for all traffic demands, once the 
highway is reached. But there is a serious 
bottleneck at the Atlanta end which, if there 
is not to be serious trouble once the plant is 
built. should be eliminated at once. That is 
the stretch of Northside drive which traffic 
must cover before reaching the start of the 
four-lane highway. 

Northside drive is only two lanes wide. It 
is old and the paving in many places is badly 
worn. It is a sort of switchback road, going 
up and down like a greyhound ride at an 
amusement park. It will, in its present con- 
dition, constitute a dangerous bottleneck to 
traffic to and from the new plant. All traffic 
will naturally be slowed to the speed possible 
on the two-lane Northside drive, thus largely 
destroying the value of the four-lane highway 
‘beyond. 

It matters little what authority undertakes 
the necessary widening, re-paving and leveling 
of Northside drive. There is no time to dispute 
over where county, state or federal govern- 
ment should undertake the job. 

The one outstanding fact is that the job 
must be done, at once. It is but one phase of 
the tremendous changes in Atlanta life the 
coming of the huge new bomber plant will 
necessitate. 

But it is a very vital fact and, as in all 
War projects, speed in doing the job is the 
essential.

WAKE UP, AMERICA! 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 

Washington and New York keep calling on 
America to wake up. Maybe they have ear 
phones or detectors up there and can hear the 
people snoring. Otherwise, how would they know 
that the people are not awake? . 

They might change their copy a little. Some 
one might describe what a nation awake would 
be doing. What will everything be like when 
the country is fully awake? How shall we back 
country people know when we are up to stand- 
ard? Will we be crying, praying, waving flags, 
and will we all join in the chorus with the colum- 
nists and cry awake, awake? As we observe 
things at present, the people are sending their 
boys to the Army or Navy, fathers and mothers 
are taking up the work they lay down, we quit 
sugar, put the car in the garage to conserve rub- 
ber, buy bonds so fast the government engraving 
department cannot keep the blank bonds sup- 
plied, go to bed early and dare to sleep a little. 
They arise an hour earlier, get the morning news- 
papers to see what the bellyache squad has pre- 
pared for them. They read the war news and it 
is bad, but it is not as bad as the comments, and 
predictions of the experts, or the bellowing about 
the country waking up.

Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike had supported the original measure. No 
leadership had been given the repeal movement by demands for its 
reconsideration by the administration or any other source of or- 
ganized effort. The demands came up from the country more or 
rh urged on by the agitation of critical editorial 
tema > € newspapers here and there. Some of the papers 
Without relinquishing its views on the merits of the proposition 
congress rightfully set about to repeal it when it saw how the 
country felt, 
As one of those voting for the original measure, Senator Walter 
F. George, chairman of the top-ranking Senate Finance Committee, 
summed up the sifuation very aptly when he said that, while still 
viewing the retirement proposition as fair, he conceded the right of 
the people to express themselves. And, having expressed them- 
selves so decidedly against the benefits, their views were entitled to 
very great weight. There was only one thing congress could do 
under the circumstances, he said: respect their views by repealing 
the offending provision. 


DEMOCRACY AT BEST The same philosophy, plus a cer- 

tain respect for the voice of the 
people at the polls, guided the actions of a large majority of those 
who voted to reverse themselves. It was an example of democracy 
working at its best. The people stood up on their hind legs in 
protest against something that somehow didn’t seem to fit in with 
the times, and congress obeyed the protest without hesitation. In 
the senate the vote for repeal was 75 to 5; in the house, 389 to 7. 


BY CONTRAST. The contrasting picture is that, in Germany 
or Italy, the people never would have been 
allowed to express a protest. Any act approved by the dictator 
governments there is not a subject of public discussion. The news- 
papers are not permitted the license of publishing items the gov- 
ernment doesn’t want. Expyessions of public sentiment are con- 
fined to channels directed by the government. 
_ dn Japan, likewise, there is no such thing as public opinion as 
it is known in this country. The rank and file of the people have 
no voice of their own in expressing approval or disapproval of 
government policies, 

The significance of the repeal action lies not so much in the 
importance of the issue raised, but in what it reflects. Too many 
complaints have, been heard in recent years of the government 
being removed too far from the people—out of touch, not in con- 
tact with the man on the streets. What happened on the pension 
bill shows well enough that the government is as close to the people 


both in Germany and in foreign 
lands. 

The United States is bound to 
get tough eventually and there is 
no reason to get tough gradually. 

On the contrary, the fact that 
our severest punishment is a mere 
prison sentence, which is likely to 
be commuted by a victorious U. 
S. A. in a mood of seoteeinns gen- 
erosity after the war, or com- 
muted by the conquering enemy 
should the war go the other way, 
is sure to encourage such enemies 
of the American people to take 
chances.

Now comes the privately authenticated report that the Fifth

That’s what I mean by saying that when we do get mad we do 
some pretty god-awful things. And without defending them, one 
must admit that we do endure a lot of coddling and carelessness 
with regard to enemies within our gates. 

The FBI hasn’t had enough appropriation, but is getting it now. 
They are doing a masterly job rounding up Japs on the coast. We 
kept them short-handed, as we did the Army and Navy. 

It is well to notice, too, that the innocent little Brown Brothers 
engaged in farming in California have found the most fertile land 
to be around airports or in the vicinity of airplane plants or harbors. 
The land elsewhere just wouldn’t do. 

It was just a coincident, of course, that most of them had auto- 
matic guns, short-wave radios, a few bombs, and. other sinister 
equipment. All that comes under the heading of farm tools for 
Brown Brother farmers living around our airports and airplane 
factories. 

The Jap Fifth Columnists around the Pearl Harbor airport and 
around Hickam Field apparently had some of those same farming 
tools.

They just about ran all of us out of the South and Central American 
and Mexican markets. I’ve been there and seen their cheap bulbs, 
cheap typewriters, cheap sleesy cloth, and shoes that look like 
leather. 

They planned for this for 20 years and the patient little farm- 
ers, wfth their automatic guns and short-wave radios, and other 
agriclfitural tools, have been waiting for orders. 


THE FBI We ought to be ashamed of ourselves, too, that we let 

Ham Fish and a lot of our congressmen and writers 
refer to J. Edgar Hoover and the FBI as a ‘‘Fascist” and as a “Fascist 
organization,” or the American Gestapo. 

That was the time when the Communists were gunning for 
Hoover and his men because he had the goods on them. The labor 
racketeers didn’t like him, either. 

They fooled a lot of people—those critics. 

Congress wouldn't let the FBI tap wires on the basis they might 
interfere with the “rights” of some racketeer. And the FBI had 
to adopt a subterfuge, and get criticized for it, to tap the wires of 
known criminals and agents operating against this country. That 
burns me up, too. 

Now we are voting him some money so he can expand and take 
care of the Japs and the German and Italian rats who are trying 
to do us in. We find that our isolationists were duped by Nazi 
agents who worked through congressional offices. 

I hope they take all the little Brown Brothers off their farms 
and put them where the Japs have got all our men unfortunate 
enough to be in their country—under guard and in a jail of one 
sort or another. Our men never had such interesting farm tools, 
either. 

We've been patient and dumb and I guess pretty soon we will 
get mad. I sort of dread that, but then that seems to be the only 


way we do anything.

Rules are made by the strong for the weak—by the rulers for 
the governed—and therefore, human nature being what it is, they 
more or less disregarded the likes and dislikes of the little people, 

In your grandfather’s time, as even today in some social circles, 
it was not uncommon to see an irate father lambasting his kids and 
growling: “I’ll teach you to respect me.” 

Of course it didn’t work. They may have feared him, but the 
feeling inspired by a club is never respect. : 

In the last war some of our less gifted leaders tried to im- 
port foreign-born rules to make the doughboys respect their offi- 
cers. And several times since then, anxious officials have had 
reason to urge our people to respect the courts. 

Now the institution we are urged to respect is congress. Digni- 
fied senators and representatives were alarmed by the popular 
movement to razz congressmen by sending them bundles of junk 
as an ironic comment on their liberality in providing pensions for 
themselves. Showing contempt for congress, they said, would 
weaken the cause of democracy and hurt public morale and thus 
play into the hands of our enemies. 

This is obviously true. There must be rejoicing in Berlin and 
Tokyo when our people show disrespect for their leaders. 

But the people deserve no rebuke. The rules of nature cannot 
be ignored by the arrogant, and those who set duck eggs cannot 
expect to hatch turkeys. 

Fathers and officers and courts and congressmen can win re- 
spect only by being respectable. Rearing back on their dignity and 
demanding respect will do them no good. If they deserve it, they 
will get it without asking for it; if they don’t deserve it, they 
won't get it—no matter how much they punish or plead or moralize. 

Nothing else disgusts and enrages little people like the arro- 
gance and injustice and unreason of the powerful who say: “I'll 
do as I please and whether you like it or not, you've got to take 
it in silence and respect me for your country’s sake.” 

In the last few years, when our country needed wise and coue- 
rageous leadership as never before, congress has proved itself short- 
sighted, ignorant, cowardly, self-centered and ignoble. It is given 
little respect simply and solely because it has deserved little.
